LONDON, Nov. 20. A despatch to the 


Times from Calcutta says that three large 
Ishwds, viz: Haltiah, Sundop and Dakhin 
Stababazpore, and numerous small Wands 
Included in the Backergnnge, Nook valley 
and Cuittagong Districts, were entirely 
submerged by tho storm-wave of October 
31st, as was also the main land for five or 
six miles inland. These, islands are all sit- 
uated in or near tbe eatnary of the River 
Uezna. The largest, Dakhin Stahabazpore, 
was 800 square miles in! extent. It Bad a 
population of about 210,000. Haitian and 
Suudop together had about 100,000 popula- 
tion. Up to 11 o'clock oh tbe night ol the 
31st there were no signs of danger, but be- 
fore midnight the wave swept over the 
country to a depth in many places o( twen- 
ty feet, surprising people in their beds. 
Dense groves of cocommt and palmlrces 
around villages enabled many to save them- 
selves by climbing among the branches, 
aud some took refuge on{ tbe roofs of the 
houses, but tbe water burst the Ileuses 
asunder end swept them out to sea. Some 
were carried thus across the channel ten 
miles to Cblttagong District, but a vast ma- 
jority were never beard of again.

The country Is perfectly flat and almost 


every one perished who; failed to reach 
trees. There Is scarcely a household on 
the Islands and on the adjacent coast but 
lost luJny members. 
The cattle were all

There is much distress among tbe survi- 
vors, which the government Is relieving. 
The government Gazette says: 
•"Wherever the storm wave passed It Is 
believed not a third of the people survived.
